SUICIDE OF MRS- RICKEY. 


Inquest Yesterday—The Verdict. 

The facts concerning the suicide of Mrs. 
Frank Rickey were given in yesterday’s 
Times and the coroner’s inquest developed 
but little of additional interest. It ap- 
pears that the fatal dose of arsenic was 
taken in the presence of the unfaithful 


husband and that he made no effort to 


save his wife, leaving her to her dreadful 
fate. The inquest was held yesterday at 
10 a. m. and the evidence was as follows: 
Dr.J. W. Reese, after examining the 
body in the morgue, testified: I recognize 
the body as that of Mrs. Rickey; the de- 
ceased gave me the name as Mrs. Rickey. 
Iwascalled about seven o’clock in the 
evening of Friday, the 16th. I found her 


vomiting severely and suffering intense 
pain in the region of the stomach; she had 
cramps in her lower extremities; I inquir- 
ed the cause of her trouble. She 
stated she had taken a teaspoonful 
of arsenic about one o’clock in the 
afternoon. I asked her why she did it. 
She said because she wanted to die; said 
she had trouble with her husband. 
asked her what her trouble was. She said 
her husband was going with another 
woman. I asked her whether her husband 
knew she took the poison. She remarked 
that he did; that she took it on the street 
in his presence. I asked her what he said 
when she took it. She said he told her if 
she was ‘‘d—d fool enough to take it, sail 
in.” Idid not see her again until next 
morning. She was suffering then with a 
severe diarrhea and severe pains in the 

stomach and bowels. I think I did not 
see her again until the next day. The symp- 
toms of arsenic continued until her 
death. The suppression of urine as well 
asendema of the glottis threw her into 
convulsions. She had convulsions from 
yesterday morning until half-past one 
yesterday afternoon. I then gave her 


convulsions. She died about 5 o’clock 
yesterday evening. In my opinion the 
arsenic was the cause of her death. I did 
everything in my power to save her life. 
I did not look for any more arsenic about 
the house. I took her word forit. I did 
not see her husband. She told me he 
came and took his trunk away the next 


day after she took the arsenic. Her son 
called me to go and see her. I never saw 
her husband that I know of. She was 


very anxious to live after she discovered 
it would be serious. I am not ac- 
quainted with the laws of this State regu- 
lating the sale of poisons. 

Idid not ask where she bought the 
arsenic. She said she had the arsenic in 
her pocket when on the street. I did not 
inquire who the woman was who pro- 
duced the trouble between her and her 
husband. I did not make an analysis but 
am sure arsenic caused her death. 

Mrs. H. D. Gellatt sworn, testified as 
follows: Deceased was my sister-in-law. 
Her name is Mary Rickey. Do not know 
where she was born. I know she had 
Cherokee blood, but don’t know where 
she was born. She was about 25 years of 
age. She was married to J. F. Rickey, I 
think, in ’70; am not sure. They have 
three children. I don’t know, but sup- 


| pose she did the act through jealousy. 


Don’t think she intended to kill herself, 
but only wished to frighten her husband. 
She never attempted to poison herself be- 
fore that I know of. He has always been 
kind to her. About two or three months 
since she told me he had always been good 
to her. A gentleman told me this morn- 
ing her husband was in San Francisco. 
They had a separation some time ago, 
when she put his trunks out doors. 

| Here follows more testimony of Mrs. 
Gillatt, which, being of a personal nature, 
the jury and WVJoroner ordered stricken 
out, as it bad no reference to the cause of 
the death. | 


as follows: Reside on opposite side of 
street from Mrs. Rickey; knew deceased, 
but did not know her husband. Deceased 
took sick last Friday evening; she sent for 
me about six o’clock. She said she had 
taken arsenic; I understood her she com- 
menced takingit about 2 p. m.and took 
it at different times until she had taken a 
teaspoonful. She told me she had trouble 
with her husband; that he was not doing 
as she wanted him to do. Never was 
present when they had a quarrel. She 
told me often when in her right mind she 
had taken arsenic. She toldmeshe got 
the arsenic at Fonda’s drug store; that 
she destroyed the paper. She told me the 
paper containing the arsenic was not 
‘labeled; no one was present when she told 
me this except her children. She said 
she told the druggist-she wanted it to 
poison rats. She did not say when she 
bought it. 

Mrs. Myra Burns was sworn and testi- 
fied as follows: I saw the body in the 
morgue and identify it as the remains of 
Mrs. Rickey. Did not know her before 
her sickness. Was sent to nurse her by 
the Ladies’ Benevolent Society Tuesday 
evening. She was suffering very much. 
She was conscious when I arrived. She 
did not tel] me the cause of her sickness. 
There was so much confusion I did not 
look for arsenic. The ladies who sent me 
said it was a supposed case of poisoning. 
In putting the house to rights this morn- 
ing I found this envelope—|handing a 
letter to,Coroner Nadeau, which proved 
to be the following letter from the de- 
ceased to her husband, without date:]_ 

‘Deak Frank: Yf Ido any rash act you 
will know how to overlook it. I -am 
likely to most any day now, but if I do, 
you must see that the children are 
looked out for. I cannot stand it, Frank, 
to have you going with that thing. I 
am going to the devil first. If she had 
not come between us, all would be right 
now. If you had only wished it, you 
are the only one I ever loved, things 
would have been all right. But it is 
too late now. For God’s sake sce that 
the children are all right. I have not got 
the heart todo anything. Forgive and 
forget me. Ilove you too well for my own 
good. I can’t live without you nor with 
you, on account of that thing. If you 
want to know where I am drop me a letter 
in the postotfice. I will get it. You 
blame me for it all; I cannot stand it, for 
I am. not at all to blame. You have broken 
me allup. You have broken my heart, so 
I will end it all. I cannot say any more, 
but I have got to live where I can see 
some life. I don’t want tolive here any 
more, 80 good by, as ever . 

May——.’” 

The jury, after hearing the foregoing 
evidence, brought in a verdict that the 
deceased had come to her death by poison- 
ing herself with arsenic, administered by 
herself with suicidal intent.
